Its distinction as the seat of 
government of the adjacent mountain- 
ous province having been taken from 
it, it is now the administrative center 
of the county of Hermannstadt famil- 
iarly known as Saxon Land because 
it is suppospd to have been colonized 
by Germans under the leadership of, 
Germany, a citizen of'Nuremhcrg who
